contacted all businessmen ■ jin the 
Village. |3J.i : j ; 

President Cunningham, when first 
speaking, noted' that 62 businessmen, 
were obviously j absent and said, 
"Those not present ' are only hurt- 
ing themselves. If they want to stay 
in business, they should be here." 
30 persons; 11 Chamber' Members, 
11 independents, and 4 s Village 
Board members, were present. 

Cunningham went on to say that 
"We should discourage shopping 
centers from coming into the Vil- 
lage." He asked for the general help 
of the public and the specific help 
of. the town's businessmen to' keep 
from, drawing business from the 
center of the town.' "If something 
isn't done," Cunningham said, 
"We're all going to be in trouble." 
He stated that six shopping center 
.interests had already inquired about 
possible location in the Village, or 
near its limits. 

It was also stated that this prob- 
lem should be of interest to nil 
local businessmen wherever they 
may be located. 

Cunningham proposed that a road 
be put through the area behind the 
stores and businesses on the east 
side of Main Street, running from 
Park Avenue, to Depot Street. After 
the f completion of the ! road, which 
would afford additional j parking, 
larger parking areas. would be ^con- 
structed for the convenience of shop- 
pers in the area and also as an in- 
ducement for others to come into 
Antioch's locale. 

Parking area to the rear of stores' 
on the west side of Main was also 
discussed and the possibility of it? 
eventual black toppmg. Cunning- 
ham was not in favor of having' ad* 
dltional meters on the present park- 
ing area to the west or the proposed 
parking area to the east. He then 
proposed that the Board and busi- 
nessmen share costs and planning 
on the new proposals. Those present 
almost heartily agreed to extend 
their cooperation. 

It was also stated that aside from 
civic improvements, more retail 
businesses and light industries were 
needed to meet the eventual threat 
of cbrporat shopping centers. 

William Brook of the State Bank 
stated that the first order of busi- 
ness to be taken care of was to get 
the road through. . 

The costs were then discussed. 
The sales tax not being adequate to 
furnish the costs was dismissed. 
Those attending felt, in general, that 
the public would not support float- 
ing a bond issue. Cunningham stated 
that since the Village Board could 
not afford the entire project, the

notion of musical glasses. Tn 1743,1 
an, 'Irishman, Hlchard IPuckeridgc, 
had brought together a number ^of 
glasses of different sizes in which 
were placed varying amounts of 
water, and ^from which he (brought 
out the tones, by "passing his fin- 
gers' around 'itheir; ; brims, ,f ;' jUnfor- 
tunotely Mr. Fuckerldge's invention 
perished in -a If ire and the unfor- 
tunate Mr. Puckcrtdge with it. The 
instrument first came to Benjamin 
Franklin's attention in 1759 at a 
meeting of the ;Royal Society in 
London. A member of the group, 
a Mr. Edmund Delaval, had pro- 
duced an imitation of Mr. Fuck- 
erldge's invention and he played 
it for the amusement of the group. 
Franklin was charmed by lit. He 
resolved ito put the glasses together 
in a moreiconvcnlent form and so 
came, upon j the invention of the 
harmonica. 

In a letter to an Italian scientist 
dated July 13, 1762, Franklin des- 
cribes the. essentials of his new in- 
vention. "The glasses are' blown 
as near as possible In the form of 
hemispheres,' having each an open 
neck or socket in the middle." With 
these glass hemispheres of various 
thicknesses In diameters ranging 
from 3 inches to 9 inches, Franklin 
built a practical instrument, which 
when assembled, was "sufficient 
for three octaves with all the semi- 
tones." The hemispheres, were 
mounted on a iod. The rod was 
connected to a spinning wheel 
turned by the foot. This gave the 
performer free rein to exercise his 
virtuosity. The glasses were played 
by placing the finger against the 
edge of the rotating hemispheres. 

As Franklin wrote: The advan- 
tages of this instrument are that its 
tones are incomparably sweet be- 
yond those of any other; that they 
may be swelled and softened at 
pleasure by stronger or weaker 
pressures of the finger, and contin- 
ued to any length; and that the in- 
strument, being once tuned, never 
again wants tuning." 

The popularitv of the harmonica 
was sudden. Manufactured in Lon- 
don, trie vogue tor the instrument 
was carried by performers to Italy 
and France. Marie Antoinette 
studied music on it. Its greatest 
popularity was in Germany and 
Austria. Its arrival in Vienna was 
undoubtedly welcomed by Chris- 
toph Williband von Gluck, who had 
already composed pieces for musical 
glasses. As Paganini was _ later 
celebrated as a virtuoso on the gut- 
tar and violin, in the late ISth cen- 
tury there existed virtuosos on the 
harmonica. But in 1690,' almost as 
suddenly as it had begun, the har- 
monica craze ended, and almost 
nothing Is heard of it thereafter. 

As to the sound of the instrument 
to our own ears, it is still very 
pleasing. Mozart's Adagio in C 
Major, Adagio in C Minor, and a 
Rondo in C Major for Glass Har- 
monica may still be heard on a 
Decca Archives Record: Dec. ARC- 
3944, 

And what did Franklin himself 
think of his invention? His biog- 
rapher, Carl Van Doren, states: 
"Nothing he wrote between 1797 
and 1702, no experiment he under- 
took and carried out, absorbed him 
more happily than his musical In- 
vention."

Inasmuch as these differences 
were hot being resolved, and fur- 
ther, in my .opinion, good faith had 
been by-passed in negotiation, I felt 
it my duty to the people of Illinois 
to. focus attention on this fact in 
a forceful; manner. i 

It is my hope and I am certain it 
Is the hope of the people of Illinois 
that the final days of the special 
session will be characterized by ac- 
complishments which are predicated 
on what is best for Illinois and Its 
citizens. *jj 

To attain this goal will require 
a cooperative spirit from both par- 
ties. I am certain that if such co- 
operation can. be attained, it w'll 
serve to consolidate our thinking on 
other problems facing our state. 

If this is the result of the special 
session, the rightful beneficiaries of 
this cooperative effort — the people 
of Illinois — will have been properly 
served,

Publication— Privilege 

No defamation can occur until tho 
remark or writing is communicated 
to' some .^person other than the per- 
son spoken of. So it Is not legally 
wrong, for example, to privately ac- 
cuse another of a 'crime, or to write 
a private letter containing otherwise 
libelous remarks about the ad- 
dressee. The law protects only our 
reputation, not our feelings. ■ • 

. -Many statements ithat are other- 
wise slanderous or libelous are ipra-j 
tected by what is known las 'legal 
"privileges." In other words, these 
are cases in which the law 'allows 
defamatory statements to ; be made 
without risk of a law suit, because 
it is in the Interest of the public! 
that the information be communi- 
cated to others. " \ : '\~ il '.:-: y ';'^ 

For instance, you are free to re- 
port your suspicions of crime to a 
policeman, or to testify In court to 
another's wrongful conduct, or to 
give vent to fair and "reasonable 
criticism of those who hold public 
office, or who come into the public 
limelight It is not, slander to ac- 
cuse a local official 1 for Inefficiency 
In office, or decry the abilities of 
members of the local baseball team. 
Truth: A Defense? 

It is not always a defense to ah 
action for libel or slander that the 
statement in question is true. Illi- 
nois law requires also that the state- 
ment be: made with good motives 
and for justifiable ends. Therefore, 
if the statement is made for. the pur- 
pose of injuring the other's reputa- 
tion or business, it would be a legal 
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PLACE TO START 

The military budget, following 
the massive increases asked by the 
President in his broadcast of July 
29 and his message to Congress that 
followed the next day, is some $47.5 
billion for this fiscal year.

But there Is 
at Iqast one post office function- 
parcel post— which is In an entirely 
different category. It is not a basic 
function. It la entirely commer- 
cial in nature. It serves no purpose 
of public enlightenment and educa- 
tion, as does the; carrying of tho 
malls, newspapers and magazines. 
It competes directly with private 
parcel carriers. And its rates are 
not sufficient to pay the costs.

The Soviet line is Aeroflot, a 
branch of the Soviet Air Force and 
a wholly-owned arm of the Soviet 
government, Profit and costs mean 
nothing to it. Significantly, the 
Soviet negotiator is a Soviet Air 
Force general. 

Aeroflot, moreover, is a potent 
and expanding Instrument in the 
Soviet government's economic of- 
fensive against the whole free 
world. Given a chance, it could 
present unmeetable competition, 
because it would have no regard for 
operating losses. 

The American negotiators must, 
exhaustively, scan every word and 
comma before committing us to an 
agreement, if legitimate and vital

The following condensation of an 
editorial- outlining self- evident 
truths appeared in "Service," pub- 
lished by the Kansas Power & Light 
Company: 

"We live in a worfderful, exciting 
and highly rewarding country. We 
have more leisure time than any 
people in history and we. have the 
freedom to indulge in the personal 
pleasures of our choice. Most of 
us take this for granted. 

"It is not so much that we are 
smart. Rather we are just plain 
lucky— lucky because the heritage 
of our forefathers included deeply 
entrenched traits of thrift, initia- 
tive, independence and love of jus- 
tice. We -are lucky because some 
farsighted men met in a little court 
house almost 200 years ago and put 
words down on paper that shattered 
the tradition of centuries and re- 
leased individual men for the pur- 
suit of happiness of their own 
choosing.

there may be no return! 

"It is not only government en- 
croachment in private enterprise, 
that Is responsible for this danger, 
but it is also the growing 'welfar- 
ism' and the ever-increasing federal 
debt 

"We are firm In our resolution to 
ward* off communism by keeping 
our national defense strong. This 
has been expensive but necessary. 
On the other hand, much of the in- 
creased federal spending on pro- 
grams is unnecessary and the re- 
sponsibility should be returned to 
where it rightfully belongs— local 
levels of government and private 
enterprise."

HELPING BABY SPEAK— 

By Doris Y. Geneteux .

Hanover, New Hampshire 
During baby's early months, it is 
Important that he be encouraged to 
experiment with sound. This is 
baby's pre- linguistic stage when his 
expressions are self-taught. He 
learns to develop all the muscles 
later used in speech. He learns to 
swallow, coo, burp, cry and breathe. 
He discovers tone, inflection and 
rhythm. 

When baby is between the ages 
of seven and nine months, he 
reaches the linguistic stage In his 
speech development. At this stage 
baby usually is ready to associate 
sound with object, person and con- 
cept. It is at this stage that par- 
ents can play an Important role in 
baby's speech development. 

Mother's first contribution Is per- 
haps an unconscious one. She re- 
sponds warmly when baby uses 
syllables such as "ma ma" and "da 
da" which are meaningful to her. 
As the child associates pleasurable 
sounds with specific persons and 
objects, he begins to realize two 
things: (1) that sounds bring pleas- 
ure to other people who hear them; 
(2) through sounds, he can get the 
things he wants.
